DIAG calls on many for 
incinerator information 


N RW’S announcement reveals 

permit breaches and raises 
further questions about 
the plant’s subsidy eligibility. 

NRW has updated the public on its Facebook 
page and website about developments at the Barry 
biomass incinerator site. 

The plant breached its environmental permit 
virtually immediately. 

We are alarmed, but not surprised, that Aviva’s 
developers breached their permit within weeks of 
it being granted, in their race to claim the public 
subsidy. 

Local residents endured night construction, 
noise, light pollution, black smoke and diesel odour 
for weeks. 

While we welcome NRW’s announcement about 
dust monitoring, we fear the immediate breach 
of the permit does not bode well for the future 
operations of this plant, which is 250m away from 
a densely populated residential area. 

We are alarmed that the plant and NRW are 
behaving as if the site has full planning permission, 
despite unresolved planning matters, including the 
Welsh Government reviewing whether the plant 
should have had an environmental impact assess¬ 
ment when the planning permission was granted. 

The Welsh government has been considering this 
question for a year. 

We call on the Welsh Government to quash the 
incinerator’s planning permission and order an 
Environmental Impact Assessment (EIA). 

Furthermore, we call on the Welsh Government 
to confirm they will not use Brexit to deny the 
residents of Barry the environmental protections 
afforded under European law. We demand that the 
Welsh Government enshrine these protections into 
Welsh planning law after Brexit, and we call on 
Jane Hutt to lobby the Welsh government on this 
point. 


‘Pavements 
are for people’ 


E veryone 

should be 
able to walk 
on pavements 
without worrying 
about vehicles 
blocking their way. 

Cars parked on pave¬ 
ments force people into 
the road, which is par¬ 
ticularly dangerous for 
many, including blind 
and partially sighted 
people, parents with 
pushchairs and young 
children, wheelchair 
users and others who use 
mobility aids. 

Pavement surfaces are 


not designed to carry the 
weight of vehicles, and 
the added maintenance 
cost of repairing cracked 
and damaged paving 
adds an unnecessary 
financial burden to our 
already cash-strapped 
council. 

The council has a 
real opportunity to take 
a proactive lead on 
pavement parking, and 
should be applying for 
traffic regulation orders 
to ban pavement parking 
across the area.

DIAG has previously raised objections to the 
way the biomass plant was claiming its subsidy, but 
the NRW announcement raises further questions. 

NRW informed the public that the developer will 
soon be starting “cold commissioning” as it gets 
ready to test the fuel. 

In order to claim its massive public subsidy, the 
plant was supposed to be capable of commercial 
operation by March 31, 2018. 

It is clear that in reality, the Barry plant was not 
remotely capable of commercial operation by the 
deadline for the renewable obligation certificate 
subsidy. Due in part to its poor location, the plant is 
too inefficient to claim the new type of subsidy. 

We call on Ofgem, at this time of great strain on 
the public purse, to investigate and explain why this 
plant should be allowed to claim a public subsidy, 
when it has been completed over nine months 
late, flying in the face of the letter and spirit of the 
Renewable Obligation closure order. 

We call on Alun Cairns to demand an explana¬ 
tion from Ofgem and DBEIS how this plant can 
qualify for this subsidy.

John Hogg, Head of Operations for South 
Wales Central, from Natural Resources Wales, 
said: “After granting the environmental permit 
in February 2018, our officers have been closely 
monitoring and regulating the commissioning 
activity at the site. 

“This led to a formal warning being issued for 
minor permit breaches last March, and a number 
of improvements being made to the site to reduce 
noise. 

“The matter of whether an Environmental 
Impact Assessment is required is a planning issue, 
separate to the permitting process, and is currently 
being considered by the Welsh Government. In the 
meantime, legally we can only continue to regulate 
the site in line with the conditions of its permit. ” 

“NRWalso made clear that it has no power to 
instruct a company to undertake an EIA as part 
of the planning process, nor is it involved in the 
issuing of subsidies for renewable energy. ”

The GEM welcomes 
Defence and Welsh 
Secretaries as they lay 
out plans for St Athan

Mr Williamson said: “As Secretary 
of State for Wales, Alun has been 
arguing the case for St Athan to be the 
centre for the British Army in Wales, 
and the proposal would give East 
Camp the resources and facilities for 
a major flagship barracks in the UK, 
something that our military personnel 
deserve.” 

He pointed out that civilian jobs in 
training and all the support functions 
would be created as a result. 

Mr Caims said that talks with the 
Welsh Government were struggling 
because only a “sliver” of land was 
being made available, “sandwiched 
between the Special Forces base and 
an aircraft dismantling plant”. 

He said: “Both the Secretary of 
State for Defence and 1 want a positive 
discussion, but the land being offered 
is too small, and it is next door to a 
scrapyard. 

“It is not only unsuitable, but it 
makes it impossible for the barracks to 
expand in the future.” 

The GEM asked Mr Caims why he 
thought the Welsh Government was 
taking this stance. 

He replied: “I think they are 
determined to pursue the Aerospace 
Business Park model, but they have 
been trying to attract companies for 
some time now, with only limited 
success.” 

Readers with decent memories will 
recall the Defence Technical College 
project - a £12 billion plan that was 
eventually dropped in 2010 (by that 
time, the cost had risen to £14 billion). 
Mr Caims supported it, but other mili¬ 
tary areas in the UK that stood to lose 
out waged a fierce campaign against. 

The GEM asked Mr Caims about 
that scheme and he said: “The situ¬ 
ation is different now. In this case, 
both Secretaries of State have total 
enthusiasm for the project. We are in 
harmony. This project would give a 
real boost to the local economy.” 

As spokesperson for the Welsh 
Government, responding to a request 
from The GEM, said: “Our interests 
in St Athan result from the Defence 
Training Academy, a legacy defence 
project which was costly for Wales 
and which the MoD subsequently can¬ 
celled before completion. 

“We have promoted the area as 
a business park, the result of which 


brought Aston Martin to Wales on the 
understanding we would maintain our 
commitment to developing it. 

“We welcome the UK Government’s 
investment into the military in Wales. 
We have hundreds of acres available 
to the MoD, including around 50 acres 
within and adjacent to West Camp, 
which would accommodate the new 
influx of personnel while not compro¬ 
mising the business park. 

“We look forward to working 
closely with the UK Government and 
the MoD to find a mutually beneficial 
solution.” 

Mr Caims replied to this, saying: 
“As the Secretary of State for Defence 
has stated, I would encourage the 
Welsh Government to work with 
UK Government on the potential 
development of St Athan for military 
expansion in Wales. This presents a 
fantastic opportunity to invest more 
in our military and boost the Vale 
economy. I have been working closely 
with Aston Martin and the MoD for 
several years in coming to a suitable 
arrangement with Aston Martin to 
develop the Superhangar site.” 

The Defence Technical College 
(DTC) was an ambitious plan to bring 
Armed Forces training together in 
one place. It was said that 2,000 jobs 
would be created. The centrepiece 
would have been the ‘Superhangar’ 
built by the Welsh Government and left 
idle after the RAF transferred work on 
Tornado maintenance elsewhere. The 
Superhangar is now the base for Aston 
Martin’s new car factory. 

Detailed plans for the DTC were put 
in place, and it has been reported that 
the Welsh Government ran up a bill of 
£5 million in expenditure and officer 
time. How much the MoD spent before 
shelving the plan is not known. 

Critics of Mr Cairns will be quick 
to shout: “This is electioneering”. In 
fact, that charge has already been 
made on social media. 

Prime Minister Theresa May won 
the no confidence vote, tabled by 
Labour Leader Jeremy Corbyn, last 
week in the House of Commons, so it 
would seem that that particular route 
to a General Election is closed for a 
period of time. 

GEM readers, we think, will make 
their own mind up on this one.

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£2.5 million waste 
water project 
at Nant Talwg 


IN February, Welsh Water will embark on 
a six-month, £2.5m project to upgrade the 
waste water system at Nant Talwg, Barry. 

The company says it will help to protect the 
environment in the area for years to come. It plans 
to install a new pipe from Nant Talwg pumping 
station, across private land to the rear of Ffordd 
Cwm Cidi, Fforest Drive and Lon Ferm Felin before 
connecting into the existing network on Glamorgan 
Street, Barry. 

Work will begin on February 18 and the aim is 
to replace a kilometre of waste water pipe that has 
reached the end of its operational life. To avoid 
going through the housing estate where the current 
pipe is located, Welsh Water has liaised with the 
local authority to agree a new route across its land. 

Work will involve removing some trees to clear 
a path for the new pipe through the wooded area at 
the rear of Ffordd Cwm Cidi. The work will start in 
mid-February to avoid the bird nesting season. 

Welsh Water hopes the project will be complete 
by the end of August. 

One GEM reader, who received a notification 
letter from Welsh Water dated January 14, said she 
felt local people had been kept in the dark about 
what was a “huge undertaking”. Welsh Water does 
have a public drop-in event planned on Thursday, 
January 31. 

Teresa O’Neil of Welsh Water said: “We are 
committed to ensuring we provide an effective 
wastewater system which gives customers a first- 
class service and protects our valuable environment. 

“Our work at Nant Talwg reflects our commit¬ 
ment to reinvest profits for the benefit of customers 
and the environment. We always want to make sure 
our customers know what we are doing when we are 
working in their community so we have written to 
local residents to tell them about the work. 

“We will also be holding a public drop-in event on 
January 31 at Millwood Bowling Club. Customers

can drop in any time between 2.30pm and 7pm 
where our team will be on hand to answer any 
questions they may have about the work. 

“The work will involve removing some trees to 
ensure that the pipe can be laid in an area free from 
roots which could damage the pipe in the future. 
Any woodland, hedgerow or grassland habitat which 
needs to be removed will be replaced with a similar 
species in the surrounding area, as well as additional 
species to benefit the wildlife. We will be replanting 
in the autumn of 2019 as this is the optimum 
planting time.” 

The work will be monitored by ecologists to 
ensure that if any protected species are found on 
site they will not be adversely affected. If that does 
happen, the work could go on longer and local 
people will be informed. 

Teresa O’Neil added: “We appreciate that this 
kind of work can cause some inconvenience but we 
will do all we can to keep this to a minimum and 
would like to thank people for bearing with us while 
we undertake these essential works.” 

Melanie Stewart, a site ranger at Porthkerry 
Country Park, said: “We liaised closely with Welsh 
Water to make sure that their work will not have any 
detrimental effect on the local environment.” 


Ramblers see 
animals on 
Vale walk 


A GROUP of 14 
Penarth and District 
Ramblers joined 
Joy and Biddy for 
‘Shortish Strides’, a 
half-day walk taking 
in part of the Vale. 

They set off from 
Colcot Sports Centre 
across the playing fields 
and Port Road to walk 
down Highlight Lane, 
passing Highlight Farm 
where a narrow track 
lined with trees led them 
to the remains of old 
Highlight Church. The 
site has been cleared and 
the stone footings of a 
late 12th or early 13th 
century church or chapel 
are clearly visible. 

A wooded path 
through Brynhill Golf 
Club brought them over 
the River Waycock by 
means of two footbridges 
and into fields of sheep 
to reach Old Wallace 
Farm, where cattle were 
busy munching their 
‘elevenses.’ 

They walked past a 
fishing pond, where the 
trees were silhouetted in 
the calm water to meet 
two alpacas at Yr Hen 
Felin, before exiting onto 
St Lythans Road and 
through Dyffryn village. 

Re-entering fields, they 
paused at St Lythan’s 
Burial Chamber, a long 
cairn consisting of only 
three upright stones 
topped by a capstone, 
which originally would 
have been covered 
by a mound of stones 
or earth and measured 
around 80ft in length. 
Human remains, pottery, 
a flint arrowhead and a 
polished stone axe were 
found there and it dates 
back to the Neolithic 


era. A nearby circular 
raised mound surrounded 
by trees, alleged to be a 
pheasantry or even, per¬ 
haps, a prehistoric ceme¬ 
tery, provided seating for 
their refreshment break, 
before they continued 
through cropped fields to 
the delightful Goldsland 
Valley, where a grey 
heron took flight. 

After making a fuss 
of Buddy, the Shetland 
pony, at New Wallace, 
the quiet rural lane led 
them to the entrance of 
Goldsland Farm and 
turning south, empty 
meadows brought them 
downhill to the Nant 
Brynhill, where the 
wooden footbridge has 
been repaired by the Vale 
Council; grateful thanks 
go to them for their swift 
action. 

Climbing up to Port 
Road and passing through 
a built up area led them to 
the Church of St Dyfan 
and St Teilo, a medieval 
building in a valley near 
the Coldbrook River 
that was once part of 
the manor of Cadoxton. 
Originally, it would have 
been surrounded by a vil¬ 
lage, sadly destroyed by 
modem housing devel¬ 
opments, and following 
manmade paths through 
a green area at White 
Farm, they returned to 
their start.

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One-way system 
proposal in Penarth 
comes to dead end 


PLANS for a new 
one-way system 
in Penarth have 
been dropped with 
the Vale Council 
proposing another 
way of dealing with 
traffic in the town 

- but one resident 
says the authority 
is still “rearrang¬ 
ing the deckchairs 
on RMS Titanic ”. 

A trial which would 
have made Plassey Street 

- a major route in and out 
of the town - a one-way 
street to inbound traffic 
from the roundabout with 
Windsor Road to the 
junction with High Street 
was set for approval by 
the Vale Council’s cabi¬ 
net earlier this month. 

The plans, initially 
put to the cabinet for 
approval on January 7 
but then deferred to a 
later meeting, would 


also have removed the 
roundabout in favour of 
an uncontrolled junction. 

But now those plans 
have been dropped after 
opposition from resi¬ 
dents - who expressed 
concerns that traffic 
would have only been 
able to use the narrower 
Windsor Road to be able 
to exit the town. 

Instead, the council 
will propose to enlarge 
the roundabout’s central 
island, using land from 
The Dingle Park, in a bid 
to slow down vehicles 
using the junction. 

There would be no 
one-way system, as 
previously proposed, 
but there would be two 
new toucan crossings, 
in Windsor Road and 
Penarth Road. 

Bat Goddard, who has 
lived in Plassey Street 
since 1981 and cam¬ 
paigned against the one¬ 
way system, welcomed

the news but said traffic 
will still be busy heading 
in and out of the town. 

He said: “The prob¬ 
lem they’ve got is they 
are just moving around 
the deckchairs on The 
Titanic. They’ve still got 
the problem of the Tesco 
roundabout where people 
exit from the marina. 

“Logic tells me that 
if you’ve got two roads 
exiting town that’s bet¬ 
ter than putting all that 
traffic on a road that’s no 
wider.” 

Residents also crit¬ 
icised the cost of an 
experimental one-way 
traffic regulation order - 
which would have been 
£65,000 funded from 
Penarth Heights develop¬ 
ment contributions. 

Keith Little, who has 
lived in Plassey Street 
since 2001, said he didn’t 
think the one-way system 
was the solution to the 
problem. 

He said: “The problem 
is further down with the 
road out of Penarth. I 
can’t see how they can 
solve that one.” 

The council consulted 
on four possible options 
on how to improve traffic 
arrangements in the area 
between May 14 and July 
9, 2018. 

Option two - which 
the council was originally 
set to opt for - was to 
create a one-way system 
in Plassey Street, but this 
has now been dropped. 

Option one, which 
is now the council’s 
preferred option, is 
described in the report to 
cabinet on January 7. 

It says: ‘This option 
improves the existing 
roundabout junction by 
enlarging the central 
island to reduce the 
speed of vehicles through 
the junction and incor¬ 
porates toucan crossings 
on Windsor Road and

‘This option would 
require land from The 
Dingle park to accommo¬ 
date the enlarged central 
roundabout island and 
circulatory carriageway 
resulting in the removal 
of some trees.’ 

Cllr Geoff Cox, the 
Vale Council’s Cabinet 
member for neighbour¬ 
hood services and trans¬ 
port, said: “As the cabinet 
meeting date approached, 
I became more aware 
of the strength of local 
feeling associated with 
the highway option being 
proposed, hence my deci¬ 
sion to defer the report 
meaning it was not even 
considered by Cabinet on 
January 7. 

“I have since reviewed 
the various options fur¬ 
ther, which has included 
my meeting with local 
ward members to obtain 
their detailed views on 
all options. I now intend 
to present an amended 
report to Cabinet on 
February 18. 

“The report will pro¬ 
pose that option one in 
the previous report now 
be taken forward, which 
retains the current round¬ 
about though enhances 
the gateway route into 
Penarth while providing 
much safer crossing 
opportunities for cyclists 
and pedestrians. There is 
no requirement to com¬ 
plete any spending on 
this project by the end of 
this financial year. 

“It is very difficult to 
please everyone with 
highway improvement 
schemes but I very much 
hope that this option 
provides the active travel 
benefits we are seeking 
and is viewed by res¬ 
idents and visitors to 
Penarth as being the most 
appropriate.”

Horseshoes in 
Moulton has given 
customers assur¬ 
ance that they 
remain open for 
business, despite the 
partial closure of 
the Five Mile Lane. 

The owner of the pub, 
Richard Peter, met Vale 
MP Alun Cairns recently 
(pictured) to discuss and 
publicise the alterna¬ 
tive routes available to 
customers. 

On January 7 the Five 
Mile Lane (Weycock 
Road) closed to all 
northbound traffic from 
Weycock roundabout 
to the Welsh Hawking 
Centre, which has led 
to concerns on how the 
closure will negatively 
affect their business. The 
road closure is due to be 
in place for 12 weeks 
as work is undertaken 
to upgrade and widen 
Weycock Road, leading 
many to speculate that 
the road will be closed 
entirely. 

Much to Mr Peter’s 
concern, inaccurate com¬ 
ments have been circulat¬ 
ing that the pub would be 
closed for the period of 
the closure and that there 
would be no road access 
to Moulton. 


While customers trav¬ 
elling from the A48 will 
not be affected, custom¬ 
ers travelling from Barry 
will be unable to use the 
Five Mile Fane as usual. 

The pub has, therefore, 
released a map showing 
the best alternative 
route to the pub from 
Barry, which will take 
only around five minutes 
longer than using the 
Five Mile Fane, accord¬ 
ing to Mr Peters. 

Mr Peter said: “We 
want to set the record 
straight and let our 
customers know that 
the Three Horseshoes 
remains open despite the 
road closure and the team 
and I look forward to 
greeting customers with 
our usual warm welcome. 

“We’re really pleased 
to hear that the alternative 


route has not caused as 
many problems as people 
first thought and we hope 
that many more continue 
to join us while the clo¬ 
sure is in place.” 

Vale MP Alun Cairns 
has been working to sup¬ 
port Mr Peters and urges 
customers to continue to 
support the independent 
pub. Following a visit to 
the Three Horseshoes, 
Mr Cairns said: “It’s 
really important that 
people have the right 
information about the 
partial road closure. 
When I travelled there it 
was much easier than I’d 
anticipated.” 

He added: “I’m 
delighted to support the 
Three Horseshoes and 
make sure they are not 
forgotten during the road 
closure. Richard has 


done a fantastic job to 
ensure that his pub plays 
a vital part in the commu¬ 
nity. When he’s invested 
in the pub, he’s been sure 
to use local suppliers, 
local contractors and 
has tried to keep money 
in the local economy. 
In terms of the day to 
day, he sources his food 
from local farms and this 
shows the pub’s commit¬ 
ment to our community.”

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Drug dealer used Bitcoin to 
hide proceeds from crime

A drug dealing 
family linked to a 
criminal operation 
in Bridgend have 
been ordered to pay 
back more than 
£70,000 from their 
crimes. 

Three members 
of the Morris family 
from Redditch, 
Worcestershire, appeared 
at a Proceeds of Crime 
Act hearing held in 
Cardiff Crown Court on 
January 16. 

Elliot Morris (29), 
who headed up the drugs 
operation was jailed for 
eight and a half years in 
March 2018 for conspir¬ 
acy to supply cannabis, 
possession of MDMA 
with intent to supply and 
possession of cocaine. 

The court heard he 
had a ‘benefit figure’ 
[GEM note: this is the 
amount the Crown 
alleges the defendant 
has obtained as a result 


of or in connection with 
their criminal conduct] 
of £46,043.54, but the 
available amount he 
could pay back was 
£16,090.54. An order 
was made for him to 
pay back £16,090.54 
within two months or 
face a further 12 months 
imprisonment. 

His parents were both 
sentenced in March 2018 
for conspiracy to supply 
cannabis. His father, 
Darren Morris (52), 
was sentenced to 27 
months and his mother, 
Dominique Morris (45), 
was sentenced to 12 
months imprisonment. 

The court heard 
Darren Morris had a 
benefit figure of £27,500 
and an order was made 
for that amount to be 
confiscated. 

Dominique Morris 
had a benefit figure of 
£29,993 and was ordered 
to pay this back in full. 

The court previously 
heard that Elliot Morris 


was caught red-handed 
after a pioneering 
technique was used to 
identify his fingerprints 
in a photograph he sent 
on WhatsApp showing 
off his supply. 


During an investiga¬ 
tion, which began locally 
but quickly spiralled, 
officers from Bridgend’s 
Priority Policing Team 
sought the assistance 
of the Joint Scientific 
Support Unit (JSIU) at 
South Wales Police to 
forensically link Elliot 
Morris back to a gang 
who were supplying 
large amounts of canna¬ 
bis in Bridgend. 

The 29-year-old was 
among nine people who 
were sentenced in March 
2018 for more than 20 
years at Cardiff Crown 
Court for their involve¬ 
ment in a conspiracy to 
supply cannabis. 

Officers uncovered 
drugs at two addresses in 
Bridgend which were in 
bags marked ‘GG’. This 
later transpired to stand 
for Gorilla Glue, a par¬ 
ticular strain of cannabis 
which the local dealers 
were buying regularly 
in large quantities from 
Redditch. 

A cannabis factory 
was found in the 
Redditch home of 


Pay rise for Vale 
Council workers 


VALE school support staff, 
refuse workers, cleaners, cater¬ 
ers and others are in line for 
a pay rise after the council 
worked in partnership with the 
trade unions to deliver a min¬ 
imum rate of £9.18 per hour, 
effective from 1 April 2019. 

Hourly wages will increase by 
£1.28 from the current £7.90. The new 
level is £1.35 higher than the national 
minimum rate and also exceeds the 
independently-set Foundation Living 
Wage. The trade unions say it will 
ensure no-one at the council suffers 
in-work poverty. 

The Vale is one of the first 
authorities in Wales to sign-off the 
local details of the two-year national 
agreement for local government 
across the UK. 


Glenn Pappas, UNISON branch 
secretary and convenor for the trade 
unions at the council, said: 

“This is a great advert for trade 
unions in helping to lift workers and 
their families out of poverty and 
the new rates will give people more 
control over their lives. Most of the 
authority’s staff live locally, so this 
deal means more money will be spent 
on Vale high streets. Credit to the 
council for listening to the unions.” 

Rob Thomas, managing director at 
the Vale Council, said: “It’s important 
for the authority to set an example as 
a good employer to other businesses 
in our community. We recognise the 
significant commitment all our staff 
make in the delivery of vital public 
services and want to ensure decent 
minimum rates of pay.”

work of the JSIU. 

Staff from the unit’s 
specialist imaging team 
were able to enhance a 
picture of a hand holding 
a number of tablets, 
which was taken from 
a mobile phone, before 
fingerprint experts were 
able to positively iden¬ 
tify that the hand was 
that of Elliott Morris. 

In another first for 
South Wales Police, 
they were also able 
to prove that he had 
almost £20,000 hidden 
in bitcoin accounts, 
the majority of which, 
Elliott Morris admitted, 
was gained from his 
illegal drug sales. 

In total, cannabis, 
cocaine and ecstasy 
worth around £36,000 
and around £21,000 
in cash was recovered 
during the investigation. 

Detective Inspector 
Dean Taylor, said: 

“This was a complex 
investigation which 
successfully drew on the 
skills of colleagues from 
multiple departments to 
ensure these drug dealers 
were brought to justice. 

“This case again 
reiterates the importance 
of communities report¬ 
ing their suspicions to 
us. The investigation 
began as the result of 
local information and 
what initially presented 
as a small-scale local 
drug-dealing operation 
soon unravelled in a 
much larger, sophisti¬ 
cated set-up. 

“I would like to thank 
the community for the 
information provided 
and would urge anyone 
with any information 
about drug dealing in our 
communities to have the 
confidence to report it 
to us.

“It is reassuring to 
hear that the Dragon 
engine can be modified 
for use in new hybrid 
vehicles,” she said.

“The Minister con¬ 
firmed my assertion that 
Welsh Government is 
backing a Bridgend bid to 
bring production of a new 
4x4 vehicle to the town.” 

As reported before 
Mrs Davies asked her 
questions, industry ana¬ 
lyst Hayley Pells specu¬ 
lated that Bridgend could 
be an ideal location to 
build ‘Projekt Grenadier’, 
an off-road vehicle 
developed by Ineos, and 
potential successor to the 


Land Rover Defender, 
production of which 
ceased in 2016. 

According to Mrs 
Davies, the Economy 
Minister confirmed that 
the Welsh Government 
is in talks with Ineos. 

The minister said: “If 
we bring production of 
that vehicle to Bridgend, 
it will provide work for 
hundreds upon hundreds 
of people and potentially 
thousands in the supply 
chain. A decision will 
be made next month.” 

“This could be great 
news,” commented Mrs 
Davies. “But we still 
need to be able to tell our 
constituents what Welsh 
Government are planning 
to give to Ineos, what 
they expect to get for 
that money, and exactly 
what ‘work for hundreds 
upon hundreds of people’ 
will actually look like.”

sees David Dunn (Bmce 
Willis) and Elijah Price 
(Samuel L Jackson) 
locked up along with 
Kevin Cmmb (James 
McAvoy), the villain of 
Split with 24 different 
personalities. 

Dr Ellie Staple 
(Sarah Paulson) sets 
about proving that these 
men’s’ beliefs that they 
are superheroes (or 
villains) is nothing more 
than a fanciful notion, 
but she reckons without 
a plan by Price (or Mr 
Glass) that will see 
Dunn and Cmmb on a 
collision course... 

Misunderstood on ini¬ 
tial release, Unbreakable 
proved to be a forbearer 
for the domination of 
comic book films on the 
big screen. Its intelligent 
deconstmction of the 
staple elements of the 
genre made it a superb 
piece of work, and one 
that makes Glass a thor¬ 
oughly enticing prospect. 

Coupled with M Night 
Shyamalan enjoying a 
renaissance, there was 
hope that this would 
be a fitting conclusion 
to the story started 
18 years ago - but 
instead it proves to be 
a frustrating viewing 
experience, a film that 
does plenty right, but 
also does plenty that 
annoys. In many ways, 
it’s an encapsulation of 
Shyamalan’s big-screen 
offerings to date. 

Much like 

Unbreakable, this is a 
film that is a dissection 
of a genre that has 
become all-consuming 
since that film was 
released, the notions 
of heroism, fate and 
evolution. 

It’s a concoction that 
works in parts, though 
the first part of the film 
is set up to bring you 
up to speed with the 
characters, Cmmb (hav¬ 
ing escaped at the end 
of Split) up to his old 
tricks and Dunn having 
become something of an 
avenging vigilante - the 
two, unsurprisingly,

being set up to collide. 

While this is all 
well-staged, the real 
meat comes when 
the pair, along with a 
sedated Elijah Price, 
comes together. This is 
where Shyamalan enjoys 
espousing his philos¬ 
ophies of destiny and 
superheroes in the real 
world, and the cogs start 
whirring and building 
towards... well, nothing 
much. 

This is the main bug¬ 
bear of the film; it feels 
like all build and no real 
pay-off. Certainly the 
film plays out in surpris¬ 
ing and intriguing ways 
but it also frustrates, the 
talking heads likely to 
be anathema to those 
conditioned to superhero 
smackdowns, but it also 
feels like Shyamalan is 
too interested in his own 
voice to really explore 
anything else. 

Given how seismic 
the impact comic books 
and superheroes have 
had on popular culture 
since Unbreakable, 
you think he would 
have a new angle on 
the material, yet this is 
ignored by Shyamalan, 
whose love of the genre 
is clear to see, yet his 
take on it is routed in 
the fundamentals of it 
without exploring how it 
has developed. 

The performances 
prove to be relevant to 


the material given to 
the performers; James 
McAvoy is again 
tremendous as the mul¬ 
ti-personality Crumb, 
his effortless flitting 
between personalities 
both sublime and scary, 
while Samuel L Jackson 
is Machiavellian and 
tragic as the quietly-ma- 
niacal Price and Sarah 
Paulson is brilliant as 
the doctor whose aims 
to disprove their beliefs 
in their abilities run into 
problems. 

It’s a shame that 
both Bruce Willis and 
Spencer Treat Clark 
(as David’s son) are 
hard done by when it 
comes to the material. 
Their relationship was 
so well-written and por¬ 
trayed in Unbreakable, 
yet here neither character 
has the chance to really 
resonate. 

It has often been 
a criticism of some 
superhero films that the 
villains get better arcs 
than the hero and that 
applies here, a shame 
when Willis is more 
engaged here than he has 
been in a while. 

While this brings the 
characters and stories 
of the previous films 
together, Glass feels like 
the lesser of the previous 
two films; it plays far 
more like Unbreakable 
than it does Split, but 
lacks the clarity and 
dramatic stakes to match 
that film’s impact. When 
it’s good it’s good, but 
ultimately Glass just 
frustrates. 

VERDICT: A 
microcosm of the career 
of M Night Shyamalan, 
Glass has elements that 
are superb and elements 
that are terrible. The 
film just about leans 
towards the former than 
the latter, however it’s 
a frustrating watch and 
one that doesn’t cap off 
Shyamalan’s trilogy in 
quite the way you would 
hope. Enjoyable.

Farmers find out 
‘what hedgerows 
can do for you’ 


HEDGEROWS have been 
in the spotlight at events 
at Llysfasi, Glynllifon and 
Carmarthenshire, with a 
final event near Wenvoe on 
January 31. 

Farmers from across Wales have 
been flocking to open farm events 
that aim to answer the question, 
“What can hedgerows do for you and 
your farm?” 

It’s all part of the Long Forest pro¬ 
ject which aims to deliver practical 
action to protect and improve our 
hedgerows. It’s a partnership between 
Keep Wales Tidy and Coed Cadw 
(Woodland Trust), with support from 
the National Lottery players through 
the Heritage Lottery Fund (HLF) and 
Esmee Fairbaim Foundation. The 
open farm events are being delivered 
by Farming Connect, an organisation 
that obviously has strong links with 
the farming community. 

Open days have already taken 
place in Carmarthenshire and at 
Llysfasi near Ruthin and Glynllifon 
near Caernarfon. The final one takes 
place on Thursday, January 31 near 
Wenvoe in the Vale of Glamorgan, 
and farmers entitled to attend 
Farming Connect events can still 
register to attend, for free. 

The Carmarthenshire event took 
place at Plas y Cerdin, a small 
livestock farm, which is a Farming 
Connect Focus Farm within the 
organisation’s demonstration network. 


It has an organic Jersey milking 
herd, sheep and woodland which is 
managed to produce charcoal in a 
traditional way. Michael Houlden, 
who farms the land says: “Too often 
hedgerows are a wasted resource. We 
need to do more with them and use 
them better. They provide shelter for 
livestock, biosecure stock boundaries 
and conservation benefits in the form 
of habitats. 

“We had 20 people at the open 
day, with lots of positive energy. We 
particularly looked at the benefits 
of hedgerows and hedge-laying 
techniques, coppicing and gapping up 
hedgerows, and also the NRW reg¬ 
ulations on felling licences. Sharing 
ideas and stimulating conversation 
has to be a good thing." 

In addition to hosting this open 
day Mr Houlden has been involved 
in a management exchange, going 
to Normandy to see how hedgerows 
are used there, producing wood chip 
for use in biomass heating in schools 
and at town halls. He has also made 
use of landowner shelterbelt packs, 
available at a subsidised price from 
the Woodland Trust through their 
online shop. 

The open farm event on January 31 
takes place at Goldsland Farm near 
Wenvoe in the Vale or Glamorgan. 
Lunch is provided but advance 
booking is essential, by emailing 
geraint.jones@menterabusnes.co.uk 
or phoning 07398 178698.

‘Council might

Lift proposal for 
Cowbridge Town Hall 


ON Tuesday, February 12 at 
10.30am in the Lesser Hall (on 
the ground floor of Cowbridge 
Town Hall) there will be a 
presentation to explain the 
proposal to install a lift in 
Cowbridge Town Hall. All 
members of the public are 
invited. 

The main hall on the first floor of

The purpose of the presentation on 
February 12 is to explain the scheme, 
answer any questions and hopefully 
gain the support of the community to 
proceed with the project. 

Cowbridge with Llanblethian 
Town Council have included some 
money in their 2019/20 budget for 
the installation of a lift and intend to 
fund the balance by grants and public 
subscription. Community support is 
an important factor in successfully 
obtaining grants. 

Cowbridge with Llanblethian Town 
Council hope that as many people 
as possible will be able to attend 
the presentation on February 12 at 
10.30am in the Lesser Hall.

Oh dear, how sad, and yes, 
we do mind... Nantymoel’s 
Windsor Davies dies 


CANNING Town- 
born, but raised 
in Nantymoel, the 
actor Windsor 
Davies died last 
week aged 88. 

Best known for his 
baritone voice and bluff, 
blustering, beet red¬ 
faced Battery Sergeant 
Major Tudor Bryn ‘Shut 
Up’ Williams in the hit 
BBC TV sitcom It Ain’t 
Half Hot Mum ( IAHHM ) 
from 1974 to 1981, 

Davies had a varied 
life and career that 
included not only acting 
for five decades, but also 
teaching, coal mining, 
and National Service 
from 1950 to 1952 in the 
East Surrey Regiment, 
which took him to Egypt 
and Libya. He also 
dueted on a song that 
topped the hit parade in 
1975 

IAHHM was based 
around the exploits 
of a Royal Artillery 
Concert Party, in India 
and Burma, after the 
surrender of Germany, 
but before Japan did 
likewise. 

Whether he drew 
upon his experience in 
the British Army for his 
role as BSM Williams is 
possible, but the writing 
duo of Jimmy Perry and 
David Croft, certainly 
could as both writers had 
served in the Army in 
a concert party or as an 
entertainments officer. 

BSM Williams had 
little time for most of the 
members of the troupe, 
especially La-De-Dah’ 
Gunner Graham, and 
was known for bawling 
“SHUT UP!” when 
deemed necessary, and 


for his sarcastic remark 
“Oh dear, how sad, 
never mind.” 

This, showing Davies 
in character, has become 
a popular ‘gif used by 
people of social media to 
express similar sarcasm 
and lack of interest 
in another’s - usually 
wildly-exaggerated 
misfortune. 

IAHHM is not, how¬ 
ever, repeated on British 
television, as some have 
expressed concern over 
the tone of language and 
phrases, which reflected 
life and attitudes in the 
1940s more than in the 
1970s, in the series. 

Of particular concern 
to the PC lobby was the 
casting of Michael Bates 
as Rangi Ram. It has 
been alleged that Bates 
- an Anglo-Indian - had 
performed in blackface. 
Interviewed by the 
journalist Neil Clark for 
The Daily Telegraph 
in 2013, writer Jimmy 
Perry protested that: “All 
Michael Bates wore was 
a light tan. He wasn’t 
blacked up! Michael 
spoke fluent Urdu, and 
was a captain in the 
Brigade of Gurkhas.” 

Although BSM 
Williams cemented 
Davies in the British 
imagination, indeed, 
far further afield 
too, and not just in 
Commonwealth coun¬ 
tries ( IAHHM was trans¬ 
lated into 18 languages 
and oddly found favour 
in post-revolution Iran), 
he played many other 
characters on both the 
large and small screen. 

In the cinema these 
included major roles 
in two Carry On films,

Behind (1975) and 
England (1976) - in the 
latter again as a sergeant 
major. He played Mog 
in the Welsh rugby film 
Grand Slam (1978). He 
played a sergeant in the 
Highland Regiment in 


Adolf Hitler: My Part 
in His Downfall (1973) 
with Jim Dale and Spike 
Milligan. 

On television, he 
appeared in Callan, The 
Onedin Line, Doctor 
Who, and for 11 series 


as Oliver Smallbridge 
to Donald Sinden’s 
Simon Peel in Never The 
Twain, about neighbour¬ 
ing - but rival - antique 
dealers. 

In the guise of BSM 
Williams, alongside 
Don Estelle as Gu nn er 
“Lofty” Sugden, he 
had a number-one hit 
with a cover version of 
Whispering Grass. 

Davies retired from 
acting in 2004 and 
moved to France with 
his wife, Eluned, whom 
he married in 1956. 

She predeceased him 
in September 2018, and 
they are survived by 
their five children.

Cardiff Bus set to 
increase their fares 


NFU Ladies’

CARDIFF Bus, which serves 
the capital and the Vale, is to 
increase fares for the first time 
in 16 months. 

As part of the revised fares an adult 
single ticket will increase from £1.90 
to £2 in Cardiff. An adult ‘Day to 
Go ticket’ which provides unlimited 
travel throughout Cardiff, Penarth, 
Llandough and Dinas Powys, bought 
through the company’s mobile app or 
website will be £3.80 or £4 if bought 


on the bus at the time of travel.

For younger travel¬ 
lers, the young person’s single remains 
unchanged at £1.30, while a young 
person’s ‘Day to Go ticket’ will rise 
from £2.50 to £2.60. Short-hop fares in 
the city will increase to 80p for young 
people or £1.20 for adults.

FUW tackles mental health 
issues in rural communities 


MENTAL health, or poor 
mental health, is an issue 
that affects the farming 
community greatly and it is 
well known that loneliness 
and social isolation can lead 
to mental health problems. 

Those working in the agricul¬ 
tural sector, like the Farmers’ 
Union of Wales (FUW), will 
regularly come into contact with 
lonely people who are at risk 
of poor mental health and with 
this in mind, the Union made a 
commitment at the Royal Welsh 
Agricultural Show in 2017 
to further raise awareness of 
mental health problems in rural 
communities. 

Union staff have recently par¬ 
ticipated in ‘Mental Health First 
Aid Wales’ training, delivered by 
Emma Picton-Jones of the DPJ 
Foundation. 

The two-day training course 
looked at various elements of 
mental health, symptoms and 
signs of someone with poor men¬ 
tal health and explored how to 
help someone with poor mental 
health such depression, anxiety 
and psychosis. 

FUW Managing Director Alan 
Davies said: “Mental health is 
an issue for every workplace and 
workforce and I’m pleased to 


say that our staff now had the 
appropriate training, which will 
help them help others with poor 
mental health. The FUW takes 
its commitment to fostering good 
mental health seriously, especially 
as our awareness of the risks for 
farmers become more visible.” 

The FUW understands that 
failing to deal with poor mental 
wellbeing could have serious 
consequences and could lead to 
the farm running inefficiently, a 
serious injury, relationship break¬ 
downs, poor physical health and 
worse, it could lead to suicide. 

FUW President Glyn Roberts 
said: “There is a wealth of evi¬ 
dence that demonstrates that 
loneliness and social isolation 
are significant issues affecting 
our older population, but it is 
important to acknowledge that 
farmers and those working in 
rural communities work long and 
unsociable hours, in inhospitable 
conditions and in failing markets. 
As a result, many farmers are 
susceptible to feeling lonely and 
isolated, regardless of age or 
gender and they represent a pop¬ 
ulation at immense risk of poor 
mental health. 

“I’m proud of our staff for 
taking this subject so seriously. It 
isn’t something that is part of their 
job role, but it’s something they 


wanted to do and I feel encour¬ 
aged that the stigma around men¬ 
tal health is slowly changing and 
that the Union is part of inspiring 
that change.” 

Emma Picton-Jones said: 
“There has been a real pick up in 
this training and lots of organisa¬ 
tions have been in touch request¬ 
ing this training urgently, because 
they see that there is a real concern 
around Brexit but also there are 
many other things happening that 
have people worried. 

“It is really encouraging that 
organisations like the FUW want 
to be able to deal with those sit¬ 
uations effectively and actively 
want to do something to help other 
people.” 

She added that while there 
is still a long way to go, atti¬ 
tudes towards mental health are 
changing. 

“I’ve seen a massive shift over 
the last couple of years, especially 
since setting up the foundation. 
People are more open about it 
and especially with this training, 
people can go back to their offices 
and members saying that they 
have had the training. 

“The more we talk about it, the 
more open we are and the less 
stigma there is.”
